Delegates Still at Sea as to What Wil 
Be the Outcome— Hughes Senti­ 
ment Seems Growing— Ted­ 
dy Still Is a Puzzle. 


Republican Convention Hall, Chica­ 
go, June 7.—Chairman Charles Hilles, 
of New York, called the national re­ 
publican convention 
to 
order 
this 
morning at 11:25 o’clock. 
The great 
gathering immediately arose and sang 
two verses of America, after which 
Rev. John W. Stone, of Chicago, made 
the opening prayer. 
Warren g. Harding was named an 
temporary chairman, and when he had 
taken the chair he immediately began 
his keynote speech. 
When the convention opened there 
were large vacant spaces noted in the 
galleries. 
When 
Frank 
Hitchcock, 
Hughes leader, entered, he was ac­ 
corded no notice. 
As Chauncey De­ 
pew, the aged New York statesman, 
came in the New York delegation gave 
him 
vigorous 
hand 
clapping. 
The 
first cheer was brought out when the 
band played the Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner. 
The entire audience arose. 
Practically every delegate was in 
his seat when the convention came to 
order. 
Tile convention at the start 
was the Quietest ever held. 
Lodge, 
Crane, Penrose and 
other 
national 
leaders passed to their seats without 
any recognition whatever. 
There was 
a 
noticeable 
lack of 
demonstration for well 
known men. 
Senator Lodge came quietly in and 
took his seat 
unnoticed; 
the same 
was true of Senator Murphy, of New 
York, Governor Whitman and other 
wTell known men. “It is a great sight,” 
said Mr. Murphy to Secretary Rey­ 
nolds as he looked over Hie crowed. 
Frank II. Hitchcock, chief Hughes 
boomer, said Hughes now would con­ 
trol the

resolutions. 
Hitchcock said 
after 
receiving re­ 
ports from 
caucuses* that 
Hughes* 
forces v/ould see 
that 
the platform 
contains a vigorous declaration 
for 
national defense, coupled with strict 
and impartial 
neutrality 
so far as 
conflicts with other nations are con­ 
cerned. 
Chauncey M. Depew wras the first of 
the well known men to be received 
by the delegation of spectators as he 
made his way 
to

first row' of 
New’ York seats. 
A round handclap- 
ping greeted him.

Keynote Speech of Harding. 
Coliseum, Chicago, June 7.—The re­ 
publican national convention began its 
first 
day’s 
business 
shortly before 
noon today by hearing 
the 
keynote 
speech of Senator Harding, of Ohio, 
temporary chairman, and then going 
on to perfect a temporary organiza­ 
tion. 
There 
were 
applause, enthusiasm 
and cheers, but a notable absence of 
the 
almost 
riotous 
demonstration 
which has marked 
previous conven­ 
tions. 
Every seat on the floor and 
three 
galleries 
was 
filled 
when 
Chairman Hilles dropped 
tie 
gavel 
and brought the convention to order. 
When Senator Harding reached the 
platform, he was greeted by a loud 
demonstration. 
He 
then 
delivered 
the prepared speech in which he em­ 
phasized party harmony. 
“This is not the time for recrimina­ 
tion,” he said. 
“It is a day of recon­ 
secration.” 
A roar of applause sw’ept 
over the hall at that and at his refer­ 
ence to the aid of preparedness. Tak­ 
ing up national defense, he brought 
applause when he declared that there 
is a call today for “prudence, patriotic 
and ample individual defense.” There 
w’as a shout and long hand clapping 
when the speaker said the republicans 
“believed sincerely and soberly in ade­ 
quate national defense. 
We ought to 
have a navy that feared none in the 
world.” 
This brought out 
enthusiastic 
ap­ 
plause. 
There was 
another 
roaring 
demonstration when he declared that 
republican policies promised all means 
for the expanse of adequate defense. 
There was laughter when he referred 
lo W ilson’s speaking trip for prepar­ 
edness 
and 
declared the president 
might better have confined his efforts 
to the democratic majority 
in 
con­ 
gress. 
He said the minority republi­ 
cans in congress put the “real things 
in the a rm y bill.” 
“We are not too proud to fight for 
the better things of life,” he said. The 
reference to Wilson’s celebrated re­ 
mark brought applause.

fOi harmony 
last tlmo we met. 
The country has regretted, let us for­ 
get— and make amends to our country. 
W e did not divide over fundamental 
principles, we did not disagree over a 
national policy. 
W e split over meth­ 
ods of party procedure and preferred 
personalities. 
Let us forget the dif­ 
ferences, and find new inspiration and 
new compensation in an united en­ 
deavor to : astore the country. 
The essential principles of Repub­ 
licanism are unchanged and unchang­ 
ing; the lofty intent, the indestructi­ 
ble soul and the undying spirit of Re­ 
publicanism are as dominant today as j 
in the destined 
beginning 60 years 
ago, or at any time during the inter­ 
vening years, and they are empha­ 
sized today by the proof recorded to 
Republican credit in tho matchless 
chapters of American progress. 
The World at W ar. 
\ 
Much of the discussion of the hour 
is hinged upon a world at war. 
We 
need not wonder thereat, because the 
enormity of tile conflict and the Influ­ 
ences of its upheaval have set man­ 
kind in upheaval. 
The traditions of 
civilization have been broken and in­ 
ternational laws have been Ignored.

For National Defense. 
Perhaps it is a reminder more than 
a discovery, but there has come to 
us a conviction that this great nation 
rich in resources and strong in pa 
triotic manhood, has been negligent 
concerning its own defense. 
We have 
dwelt in fancied rather than real sa 
curity. 
Pride mingles with regret in 
this, because it suggests the mind of 
a nation so free from intended of 
fense that there was no 
cultivated 
thought of needed defense. 
Our right 
eousness of purpose is portrayed in 
our trust in unarmed safety. 
Bu* 
there is a warning in bleeding Eu 
rope, and there is a call today for pru­ 
dent, patriotic and ample national de 
fense 
There is no mistaking the sen 
tlment. 
W e are not thinking of the 
hysterical, we need not be moved by 


a preparedness which Is partisan in 
conception. 
W e need not believe in 
a 
defense 
propaganda 
inspired 
by 
those who aim to wax fat in the pro 
duction of arms and munitions, be­ 
cause there is none. 
I deplore the 
teaching that an anxiety about our na­ 
tional defense is inspired by greed 
W e rejoice in free speech and free 
press and untrammeled opinion, but 
patriotism is illy promoted by tho im 
putation 
of false motives, whether 
aimed at those who believe in defense 
or those who doubt Us wisdom. Such 
a teaching rends the concord of citi­ 
zenship, which may develop a worse 
peril from within than from any en­ 
emy without. 
Though we do not pretend, to be 
exclusive In our devotion, we Repub­ 
licans believe, sincerely and soberly, 
in adequate national 
defense. 
W e 
have always believed in an 
ample 
navy, as invincible in modern might 
as John Paul Jones builded in our 
freedom’s earliest fight. 
W e have in 
mind a protected commerce on the 
waters,

tions, an arbiter of justice to all the 
world, a promoter of righteousness 
to all the people of the earth.

The gates of our ports have swung 
inward ever since, there has been a 
welcome to the for*fign*born, whom 
we asked to drink freely of the waters 
of our political life and find their 
places in the sun of American oppor 
tunity. 
They are an inseparable and 
important and valued part of Ameri­ 
can citizenship, and tho few zealots ot 
any origin wlio violate our neutrality 
do not and cannot impugn the loyalty 
or the American patriotism of that 
great body which adds to the swelling 
chorus of 
“ My country, ’tis of thee. 
Sweet land of liberty.’’ 
It is not surprising that in their 
hearts there is sympathy or partiality 
for the land of their nativity when it 
is involved iii a life-and-death struggle 
like that which saturates Europe with 
the blood of their kinsmen. 
Search 
your hearts deeply, my countrymen. 
One must be human to be an Ameri­ 
can, he must have human sympathies 
and human loves, and i should pity 
the foreign-born and the sons of for­ 
eign-born whose very souls are not 
wrung by the cataclysmal sorrow ol 
the old world. 
But sorrow is the test 
of soul and tho very altar of recon 
secration. 
This 
is 
tho 
momentous 
hour for the blazing soul of Amort 
can allegiance. 
The spirit of the fa­ 
thers is calling, and the safety of un­ 
born Americans is demanding and the 
security of the republic i3 requiring 
that now and hero and everywhere, 
under the Star and Stripes, we pro 
claim a plain, simple, glad and unal 
terable Americanism. 
It must be the 
offering of loyalty and devotion and 
love and trust, and life, if need be. 
to these United States, now and ever­ 
lasting.

In those 20 years congress appro­ 
priated $346,365,852.52 for the navy.

P resident 
Cleveland,

since the Civil war, took the oath of 
office on M arch 4, 1885, the American 
navy consisted of junk, wooden ships 
w ith old guns and broken down en­ 
gines. 
The Am erican navy was a joke. 
W hen 
President 
Cleveland 
w ent 
out of office four years later the U nit­ 
ed S tates had its first squadron of 
m odern w arships, the famous “W hite 
squadron,” th a t carried the Am erican 
flag to Europe and once more inspir­ 
ed respect for American sea power. 
In a speech in the house only the 
o th er day R epresentative Talbot, of 
M aryland, a m em ber of the naval a f­ 
fairs com m ittee, recalled 
th a t Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt 
in 
his adm inistration 
Invited the dem ocratic 
m em bers of 
th e com m ittee to 
go 
to 
the W hite 
H ouse th a t he m ight ask them per­ 
sonally to vote for four battleships. 
On th a t occasion, 
said 
Mr. Talbot, 
Colonel Roosevelt said: 
“I am frank enough to adm it th at 
w e could not have carried on the w ar 
w ith Spain 
successfully 
except for 
th e navy that was furnished to the 
country during Cleveland’s 
two ad­ 
m in istration s.” 
In tw enty years the republican par­ 
ty in congress had spent $419,510,887,- 
09 of the people’s money and had noth­ 
ing to show for it.
